(2) Record of Tribunal Proceedings 

1 . Legal sufficiency review has been completed on the subject Combatant Status Review 
Tribunal in accordance with references (a) and (b). After-reviewing the record of the Tribunal, I 
find that: 

a. The detainee was properly notified of and actively participated in the Tribunal process. 
The detainee provided a swom oral statement at the Tribunal hearing. 

b. The Tribunal was properly convened and constituted by enclosure (1). 

c. The Tribunal substantially compHed with all provisions of references (a) and (b). 
Note that some information in exhibit R-6 was redacted. The FBI properly certified in 
exhibit R-2 that the redacted information would not support a determination that the 
detainee is not an enemy combatant. 

d. The detainee requested one witness, another detainee. The detainee proffered that this 
witness could testify about his plans and verify that he never trained in a camp. The 
detainee also proffered that the witness would testify how the detainee obtained the 
money in his possession when he was captured. The Tribunal President did not render a 
formal decision on the witness's relevance, although it is clear from the proffer that the 
detainee was relevant. The Tribunal President also determined that the witness was 
reasonably available. The requested witness declined to testify. At that point, the 
Tribunal President should have made a formal determination that the witness was not 
reasonably available. However, this technical error does not affect the legal sufficiency 
of the proceeding and certainly did not prejudice the detainee in any way. No corrective 
action is required. 

The detainee did not request any other witnesses or evidence.

Section 41 1 of the USA PATRIOT ACT of 2001 (8 U.S.C. § 1 182) authorized the 
Secretary of State, in oonsultation with or upon the request of the Attorney General, to 
desigfiate terrorist organizations for immigration purposes. This authority is known as 
the Terrorist Exclusion List (TELf authority. A TEL desfgnation bolsters homeiand 
security efforts by facilitating the USG's abi% to exclude aliens associated with entities 
on the TEL from entering the United States. 

Designation Criteria 

An organisation can be placed on the TEL if the Secretary of State finds that the 
organization; 

» commits or incites to commit, under circumstances indicating an intention to 
cause death or serious bodily injury, a terrorist activity; 

• prepares or plans a tenrorist activity; 

• gathers information on potential targets for terrorist activity; or 
» provides material support to further terrorist activity. 

Under the statute, "terrorist activity" means any activity that is unlawful under U.S. law 
Of the laws of the place v/here it was committed and involves; hijacking or sabotage of 
an aircraft, vessel* vehicle or other conveyance; hostage taking; a violent attactc on an 
fntemationaily protected person; assassination; or tiie use of any biological agent, 
chemical agent, nuclear weapon ordewe, or explosive, firearm, or other weapon or 
dangerous device (other than for mere personal monetary gain), with intent to 
endanger, direc% or indirectly, the safety of one or more individuate or to cause 
substantial damage to property. The definition also captures any threat, attempt or 
conspiracy to do any of these activities. 

Designation Process 

The Secretary of State is authori2ed to designate groups as TEL organizatbns in 
consultation with, or upon the request of the Attorney General Once an organization of 
concern is identrfied, or a request is received from the Attorney General to designate a 
particular organization, the State Department works closely with the Department of 
Justice and the mteliigence community to prepare a detailed "administrative record/' 
which is a compUation of information, typically including both classified and open 
sources information, demonstrating that the statutory criteria for designation have been 
satisfied. Once completed, the adminfetrative record is sent to the Secretary of State 
who decides whether to designate the organization. Notices of designations are 
published in the Federal Register. 
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Effects of Designation

Individuai aliens providing support to or associated with TEL-designsted organisations 
may be found **inadmissibte" to the U,S,, i.e., such aliens may be prevented from 
entering the U.S. or, if already ]n U,S, territory^ may in certain circumstances be 
deported. Examples of activity tiat may render an alien inadmissible as a result of an 
organization's TEL designation include: 

membership in a TEL-designated organization; 

use of the alien's position of prominence within any country to persuade others to 

support an organization on the TEL [ist; 

solicitation of funds or other things of value for an organization on the TEL list; 

solicitation of any individual for membership in an organization on the TEL list; 

and 

commission of an act that the alien knows, or reasonably should have known, 

affords materiaf support, including a safe hou^e, transportation, 

communications, funds, transfer of funds or other material for financial benefit, 

false documentation or identification, weapons (inctuding chemical, 

biological, or radiological weapons), explosives, or training to an organization on 

theTEltist 

(If should be noted that individual aliens may also found inadmissible on the bfasis of 
other types of terrorist activity unrelated to TEL-designated organizations; see 8 U.S.C, 
§1182(a)(3KB).) 

Other Effects 

1 . Deters donation or contributions to named organizations. 

2. Heightens public awareness and knowledge of terrorist organizations. 

3. Alerts other governments to U.S. concerns about organizations engaged in terrorist 
activities. 

4. Stigmatizes and isolates designated terrorist organizations,
